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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

With regard to the new claims, the examiner agrees that the disclosure of 
software in the specification is an implicit disclosure of a computer. Additionally, the 
limitation that the software is on a computer provides a positive recitation of a machine 
to satisfy the machine-or-transformation test. 

Applicants' arguments regarding whether the synthesis of an antisense 
oligonucleotide comprising a CCAC motif and lacking GGGG or GGA motifs as in the 
cited references provides an inherent disclosure of performing the steps of the claims 
are persuasive and the rejections are withdrawn.
